Forces roducod civil omployees to 2,104,300, (Malos 1,394,100, Fomales 710,200) in 
Juno, 1943. In tho noxt two war yoars there was an increase in the malos and a 
doorease in the females, the total increasing to 2,114,500 (Males 1,424,400, Fomales 
690,100) at ist June, 1945. By 30th June, 1946, total wace and salary earners in 
employment had increased to about 2,344,000 (“ales 1,680,000, Fomales 664,000), In 
addition there were 17,100 males and 1,900 fomales doing full-timo reconstruction 
training courses. It is estimated thet in Docombor, 1946 wago and salary oarners in 
employment (including those tomporarily idle as a result of industrial disputes) 
numbered 1,785,000 malos, 675,000 females and 2,460,000 porsons. In addition thore 
wore 22,100 malos and 3,000 females doing full-time roconstruction training coursos.

The usual downwerd scascnal movemont in retail trade was reponsible for 
a decline in female omploymont,. Malo omployment in retail trade decreased likewiso but 
expansion occurred in other industrios, particularly in factorics. More than half tho 
ineroase in malo employment in factories occurrod in motel working, shipbuilding and 
motor vehicle works. Othor manufacturing industrios showing increases ineludod 
textiles, clothing, chemicals and plastics. Emplcyment in Victorian Gas Works returned 
to normal. Malo employment incrossed in Building and Construction, Road Transport, 
Shipping, Wholosale Trade and Gonoral Govornmont Services.
